On the State 


AS the time approaches for the major year- 

ling sales of the summer, horsemen usually 
attempt some sort of estimate as to their pros- 
pects. Consignors, faced with making plans 
some four years in advance, must be prepared 
to anticipate the developments of the future as 
nearly as possible within the extremely hazard- 
ous probabilities of Thoroughbred production. 
Owners and prospective owners must seek to 
estimate their outlay in purchases against the 
probabilities of the future. In the purchase of 
yearlings, approximate limits of spending usu- 
ally are established beforehand—sometimes, of 
course, only to be revised upward after the 
sales have begun. 


It is important, therefore, for both breed- 
ers and buyers to make the most honest and 
most objective judgment possible in arriving at 
their estimate of the state of the Thorough- 
bred market. Since this involves a hazard of 
what the future will develop it is almost impos- 
sible to make pinpoint predictions; we can only 
read the signs and make a guess, but it should 
be the best guess possible. 


At the Keeneland Summer sales last year 
251 colts averaged $6,462 and 130 fillies aver- 
aged $5,133. At Saratoga the average for 151 
colts was $4,330, for 169 fillies, $3,114. These 
returns represented moderate advances over 
the 1949 figures, except that the Keeneland colts 
showed a trifling decrease—one-third of one per 
cent. The year’s average for all reported sales 
of yearlings by auction in 1950 was $2,944, a 
slight increase (3 per cent) over the previous 
year. 

In general, the strength of the yearling 
market last year was in the range between $3,- 
000 and $10,000. Five-figure bids were less fre- 
quent than for several years, and the top price 
for the year was $35,000, as compared with 
$40,500 in 1949 and $52,000 in 1948. But 70 per 
cent of all the yearlings sold could have been 
bought for $3,100 or less, and 50 per cent for 
$1,600 or less. These are prices at which breed- 
ers cannot produce good yearlings with profit. 

How are the various influences active in 
1951 likely to alter the market as we knew it in 
1950? The most general answer probably lies 
in an economic generality. In 1951 we have ex- 
perienced the sharpest monetary inflation since 
the war. While inflation pinches some pockets, 
it causes others to bulge, and the Thorough-

bred market is largely dependent upon the few 
with the bulge. On this basis it would appear 
reasonable to conclude that the market for reas- 
onably good yearlings will be higher, in terms 
of dollars, than it was in 1950; if not, then it 
is weak indeed. 


Yearling prices are predicated, to a very 
large degree, upon prospective earnings and 
honors. These are predicated in turn upon the 
success of the race tracks. Every rate meeting 
this vear, with one exception, has shown an in- 
crease in its daily average pari-mutuel total, 
and in nearly all cases the increases have been 
substantial, frequently above 20 per cent and 
sometimes well above 40 per cent over 1950. 
The one track which has shown a trifling de- 
cline is Santa Anita Park, whose meeting in its 
earlier stages was plagued with such weather 
as it rarely experiences. 

Since purses—the potential earnings of 
Thoroughbred yearlings—are determined prin- 
cipally by the ability of the race courses to 
provide, the probabilities lie strongly in the di- 
rection of a larger return to owners. This is 
probably the most conclusive evidence for high- 
er prices in 1951. 

Our impression, based upon the limited 
number of sales yearlings we have seen at dif- 
ferent farms, is that this is a very good crop, 
and that a considerable number of colts and 
fillies are worthy candidates for the higher 
brackets. Whether the proportion above $10,- 
000 is increased depends principally, we sus- 
pect, upon the degree to which breeders, dili- 
gent upon improving their broodmare bands, 
have withheld the best of what appears to be 
an excellent crop of fillies. 


Other indicators, such as the considerable 
amount of claiming and the high prices for any 
horses in training with a reasonable lick of 
promise, point in the same direction as those 
already mentioned. It appears to us, and to 
most others, we presume, that the buyer at 
Keeneland and Saratoga this year must make a 
larger budget for his purchases than would 
have been necessary last year. And he should 
not hope to wait for the market to go down dur- 
ing the course of the two principal sales, if he 
expects to buy good horses; when inflation has 
touched our economy, the day-to-day trend of 
the market is far more likely to be upward than 
downward.

New YorK 


A major addition to American blood- 
stock, in the late months of 1947, was the 
importation of four stallions, all bought 
from Marcel Boussac, who apparently has 
a stallion manufacturing center in France. 
These were *Adaris, *Hierocles, *Priam 
Il, and *Goya II, and it was a minor 
oddity that three of these had a 2-year-old 
winner in New York during the same 
week. 

On Monday Pamaris, by *Adaris, beat 
a field of 25 other maiden fillies down the 
chute at Belmont. On Aqueduct’s opening 
day Pintor. by *Goya II, staggered the 
customers more than a little by beating 
Jet Master. at 1 to 4, in the Tremont 
Stakes. And on the following day Cousin, 
by *Priam II. romped off very easily with 
a maiden race. *Hierocles didn’t get in 
this picture, though just on appearance 
I liked *Hierocles best of the four when 
they arrived. 

The best of these. by a long way, is 
Pintor. He did not look like catching Jet 
Master for five of the 515 furlongs, but 
there wasn’t any quit to him. and he kept 
hammering away. I had begun to suspect 
something was in the making when Arcaro 
went to his whip at the eighth-pole, as if 
he felt the Jet Pilot colt weakening. In the 
Jast 50 yards. or less. he stopped whip- 
ping and tried to pull Jet Master together, 
but it just couldn't be done. 

I should guess, however, that 2-year- 
old leadership in the East is still between 
Jet Master and William Goadby Loew’s 
The Pimpernel. or Anagallis arvensis, as 
he is called around the stable. Jet Master 
was beaten a head. giving the winner nine 
pounds, and that would seem to leave him 
still at the top of the handicap, though at 
the same time it left Pintor’s owner. Mrs. 
Marion du Pont Scott, with the $8,450. 
But in The Pimpernel. Jet Master, and 
Pintor, we have three colts which have all 
won stakes. and none of the three has yet 
been worse than second. Among the fillies 
1 suppose Brae Burn Farm’s Star-Enfin is 
the standout. for though after winning 
three straight she was beaten for the Polly 
Drummond Stakes, she was a good second 
and, like Jet Master. was giving the win- 
ner weight—five pounds in this instance. 
Competent observers are beginning to 
suggest that the 2-year-olds of 1951 are 
an unusually good crop, which was hardly 
the case last year. There is a theory that

it takes three successive years of good 
grass to make an outstanding crop—one 
for the dam while she is carrying the foal.

REINFORCEMENT. The handicap di- 
vision, rather badly riddled at the end of 
last season. has been strengthened tre- 
mendously by last year’s 3-year-olds. In 
the Queens County Handicap last Satur- 
day. for instance. six of the seven starters 
were 4-year-olds. the exception being the 
6-year-old Piet. which finished third. In 
the Suburban the 4-vear-olds Busanda and 
County Delight took first and third. and 
of these Busanda also took the Top Flight 
Handicap. and County Delight had pre- 
viously won the Gallant Fox Handicap. 
with another 4-year-old. Greek Ship. third. 
First and third in the Metropolitan also 
went to 4-year-olds. Casemate and Lights 
Up. Its hardly necessary to labor the 
point with these five races. which might 
be fairly accounted the most important of 
the New York season this far. all falling 
to the same age division. 

It should be no great while until Hill 
Prince is back. too. He’s been galloping 
soundly for some months. and during the 
latter part of the Belmont meeting had 
his first breeze. Casey Hayes. who trains 
him. is in no hurry. and he guesses that 
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Hill Prince will be ready in August, or 
as it is called here, Saratoga. 


STRATEGY. It is quite a compliment to 
Eddie Arecaro that when anyone outrides 
him it’s news. But Eric Guerin at least 
outfigured him in the Top Flight, helped 
a little by circumstance. to be sure. In the 
early stages Arcaro was sixth with How, 
and Guerin was seventh with Busanda. Of 
the horses ahead of them Marta was given 
some chance. the others little if any. 

On the far turn Guerin moved first, with 
Busanda. and got her a neck in front of 
How. and steered a course which would 
permit him barely to pass the outside 
horse of the group in front.  Arearo 
couldn't get out. unless he wanted to take 
up and drop behind Busanda and come 
out. which would have involved a ruinous 
loss of ground. There was nothing to do 
but stay in. and in the stretch Guerin 
didn’t move with Busanda until How was 
definitely committed to waiting for a hole. 
Then he went on and won by four. No 
hole ever developed for How, though at 
the end Eddie made one. between Marta 
and Jazz Baby. but it was too late for 
anything but second. This isn’t to say that 
How could have beaten Busanda anyway. 
but Guerin took a bond of fate.

A Report on Worm Research, 
And a Glance at the Future 


During the last three years or so a great 
deal of research has been done at the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky in connection with 
parasites of horses. The work has been 
performed largely by Dr. A. C. Todd, un- 
der the direction of Dr. F. E. Hull, head 
of the Department of Animal Pathology 
at the Agricultural Experiment Station. 
Dr. Todd broke some fresh ground and 
learned a lot of things about worms in 
horses. Much of this knowledge has been 
published, and what hasn't been will be 
in print fairly soon. 


Dr. Todd now has left Lexington for a 
better job at the University of Wisconsin, 
not that there are any more worms up 
there, but the pay is considerably better 
and the professional opportunity is wider. 
For years Kentucky has been notorious for 
the low salaries paid even to office-hold- 
ers. let alone college professors. 

On the eve of Dr. Todd’s departure from 
Kentucky [I talked with him about his 
work on horse parasites, to get his views 
of the work that has been done and of 
what may be expected in the future. 

It is a fact that Dr. Todd’s findings 
about horse parasites. though they have 
been well publicized in trade and_tech- 
nical journals, have not been readily ac- 
cepted by many horsemen. This has been 
somewhat discouraging. of course, but it 
did not lead to a slackening of Dr. Todd’s 
interest in his work. After a scientist has 
been connected with agricultural research. 
he learns that the laboratory is often 
many lengths ahead of actual farm prae- 
tices. It takes time for a livestock breeder 
to change his way of doing things. This 
is especially true in the horse business. 
because Thoroughbreds are expensive ani- 
mals. You can’t blame a man for wanting 
to be sure before he tries something that 
reverses a previous pattern of husbandry. 

Dr. Todd is quite aware of this. and he 
allowed for it. Actually. his influence 
probably has been wider than is generally 
supposed. “IT have had a nuisance value.” 
he explains. “The fact that IT was poking 
around with worms and had some pretty 
interesting data collected made 
breeders uneasy about their parasite prob- 
lems. They felt that they ought to do some- 
thing and they did it. though maybe they 
haven't gone as far as they should.” 

At any rate. Dr. Todd left) Lexington 
with a considerable enthusiasm for horses 
and horse people. and he plans to keep 
up with the industry through the friends 


some 


he made here and through THe BLoop- 
Horse. He may be back at Lexington next 
fall as one of the speakers at the proposed 
short course for breeding farm managers. 
His topic. naturally, will be parasite con- 
trol. 

He believes that the low-level phenothia- 
zine treatment for strongyles will gradual- 
ly meet with a wider acceptance, and that 
better race horses will be the result. Some 
of the reluctance to accept newer methods 
of parasite control comes from the force 
of tradition. he believes. “Many of the old- 
er farm managers feel that they’ve been 
getting along very well without the low- 
level treatment. and they aren't in a hurry 
to try it.” Cost. he says, is a negligible 
consideration: the low-level treatment can 
he given for about $1 a month per horse. 

Dr. Todd was unacquainted with Thor- 
oughbreds when he came to the University 
of Kentucky. But soon he was looking at 
them in other ways than through a micro- 
scope. His regular field trips to the breed- 
ing farms to collect manure samples for 


laboratory examination made him ac-

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quainted with many horsemen and a great 
number of horses, young and old. He also 
watched racing. for it is on the race track, 
he believes. that the worth of parasite con- 
trol shows up. “Too many of our horses 
have the breeding to go a mile and a quar- 
ter.” he explains. “but stop at six fur- 
longs.” 

He believes that many a racer spits out 
the bit at the eighth-pole because he has 
been chewed up inside by parasites, es- 
pecially bloodworms. These worms cause 
a constriction of the arteries, as rust 
chokes up a water pipe. and a horse has 
to stop because his blood supply simply 
won't carry him any farther. Under such 
circumstances it may not be a question of 
courage or breeding as much as it may be 
fuel. The aneurysms (clogged spots) 
caused by the bloodworms shut off the 
fuel, especially to the hind quarters. 

It would be misleading to give the im- 
pression that all breeders have been slow 
at trying the parasite control methods sug- 
gested by Dr. Todd. Some of them, es- 
pecially the younger farm managers, have 
been in the forefront, and they have seen 
results that convince them they are on the 
right course. Some of the present crop of 
yearlings seem quite advanced over others, 
and the main difference may lie in the 
parasite control methods used at the re- 
spective farms. Some young horses which 
have been on the intermittent low-level 
phenothiazine regime seem to be better 
developed than those which haven't been. 

However, the difference between a 
worm-free horse and one which is carry- 
ing his share of parasites is not always 
discernible from the outside, Dr. Todd 
points out. “Some farms.” he ob- 
served, “feed so well that they cover up 
the damage done by parasites, and their 
horses are fine-looking animals. The real 
test will come when they meet these other 
horses in competition.” 


CONTROL. There are. Dr. Todd be- 
lieves. three principal categories of para- 
sites affecting horses: bloodworms (stron- 
gvles). ascarids (roundworms or white- 
worms). and all the others (perhaps 50 
varieties) that suck blood and chew on a 
horse’s insides. 

Bloodworms can be controlled by the in- 
termittent low-level phenothiazine treat- 
ment: a gram a day for 20 days. then 10 
days off the treatment, then resume the 
gram a day. Asecarids are susceptible to 
carbon disulphide (some call it carbon 
bisulphide). Not much investigation has 
yet been done about the other types of 
worms. because the bloodworms and_ the 
ascarids have been the biggest problems 
so far. 

Phenothiazine at present seems to be 
the most effective treatment for blood- 
worms. though Dr. Todd foresees that per- 
haps the future will bring another remedy. 
So far he has seen no evidence that a

phenothiazine-resistant strain of strongyles 
is developing on farms that use the low- 
level treatment. 

Right now carbon disulphide is the prin- 
cipal drug used for ridding a horse of 
ascarids. There are agents more effective 
than carbon disulphide. however. and per- 
haps something better will be developed 
for use on horses. Carbon disulphide is 
administered at intervals of several weeks 
or months. Dr. Todd hopes that a contin- 
uous treatment can be devised to replace 
the occasional doses of carbon disulphide. 
“A young horse needs five well timed 
treatments of carbon disulphide.” he says. 
“A foal should get his first treatment at 
the age of about eight weeks. This is the 
time when ascarid eggs first begin to show 
up in the manure. The second dose should 
be given about four weeks later, to get the 
ascarids that hadn't hatched out when the 
first treatment was given. The third dose 
should come about two weeks before wean- 
ing. The fourth will be due about Decem- 
ber 15. and the fifth should come about 
the last of March. After a horse is about 
18 months old he develops an immunity to 
ascarids, and if you have kept him free of 
them until that time, they aren't going to 
hurt him very much.” 

Not long ago a young horse which had 
not been treated for ascarids was brought 
to the University laboratory for post mor- 
tem examination. The examination dis- 
closed so many ascarids that even Dr. 
Todd was awed, and he’s seen as many 
wormy horses as the next man. “The colt 
was helpless.” he recalls. “From the first 
six feet of intestine we got six pounds of 
ascarids. It made a pile a foot high and a 
foot across at the base.” 

Dr. Todd knows that aneurysms result- 
ing from the ravages of worms are a se- 
rious by-product of parasite infestation, 
but he thinks the worms may have another 
effect that is no less important: he be- 


lieves that they chew on the stomach lin- 
ing and bring a horse to the condition 
that he cannot get the full benefit of his 
food. His digestion is affected. 


DIET. Dr. Todd believes that a care. 
fully selected) supplementary diet may 
help offset the effects of parasites and 
bring a horse to his physical peak. Not 
much research. has been done along this 
line. but it might open up some interesting 
discoveries. “The better an animal’s diet.” 
Dr. Todd states. “the less he will feel the 
effects of parasites. It would be worth 
while to study the effects of mineral sup- 
plements. It also could be that the damage 
by parasites may have an end result in 
blocking the adrenals. which have to be 
functioning properly if a racer is to de- 
liver his maximum effort. It also would be 
worth while to see what types of parasites 
horses will have under different diets.”

OBITUARY 


Robert J. Walden 


Robert J. Walden. last of a line of dis- 
tinguished horsemen. died June 19 at his 
Bowling Brook Farm. at Middleburg. in 
Carroll County. Maryland, where he had 
lived for the greater part of his 80 years. 
Failing health had limited his activity in 
recent years. but he was acutely ill for 
only a few days. The only survivor in his 
immediate family is his widow, Mary Nor- 
ris Walden. 

Three successive generations of Wal- 
dens were prominent in American racing. 
In the earlier part of the last century 
George G. Walden trained runners. His 
three sons. Wyndham. Jeter, and James 
F., carried on in the same profession, and 
Wyndham Walden. the father of Robert J.. 
became one of the outstanding trainers 
in the history of American racing. 

About 1880 R. Wyndham Walden pur- 
chased about a thousand acres of land in 
Maryland and set it up as a center for 
breeding Thoroughbreds. It was called 
Bowling Brook and became one of the 
prominent stud farms of the closing years 
of the century. At the farm young Robert 
J. Walden was an assistant to his famous 
father. breaking as many as 90 yearlings 
in a season, according to tradition. 

Robert J. Walden owned and _ trained 
Manuel. winner of the Kentucky Derby of 
1899. But he did not attain—or seek— 
such success as had come to his father. 
He found life at the farm more pleasant 
than the races. He became a vice presi- 
dent and director of the Maryland Jockey 
Club (Pimlico). but abandoned his con- 
nection with the organization because he 
objected to the sale of liquor at the track. 
It was his reputation that he never bet on 
a race. 

For years he was a vice president of the 
Maryland State Fair at Timonium. At 
Bowling Brook he took pride in the de- 
velopment of fine poultry. which he ex- 
hibited successfully in numerous shows. 
He reduced the extent of Bowling Brook 
to 300 acres. This nucleus he declined to 
sell. exovlaining to friends that as the last 
of his family he would live out his days 
there and be buried in the family grave- 
yard on the property. He bred Thorough- 
breds on a small scale and kept a few 
mares for other owners. Still at the farm 
is War Hero. 22-year-old son of Man o° 
War. 
ington does not mean that a vacuum will re- 
sult parasite research.

Some Protective Legislation: 
No Runners under the Lights 


BANGOR 


There will be no more running races 
under the lights of Scarborough Downs 
after August 19. 

That much was made law in the final 
week of session when the Maine Legisla- 
ture voted in favor of a bill to limit run- 
ning racing to the daytime. With Gover- 
nor Payne’s signature on May 21, it be- 
came official. The ban will go into effect 
—it is classified as non-emergency legisla- 
tion—90 days following. 

Now that the ban is coming on, the 
issue is clarified somewhat. Scarborough 
opens its meet on June 30, ends on Sep- 
tember 3. Races can be held at night un- 
til August 19. Scarborough owners claim 
they lose money on daytime races. make 
it at nighttime. Therefore, on August 19, 
it is possible that the Scarborough own- 
ers will turn out their lights and call their 
meeting to an end—an end, too, for 
Maine’s first running track. 

Officially—and official actions often be- 
come the first step in opposite. equally of- 
ficial reactions—the Scarborough question 
raised important questions in the growing 
battle of sports control by legislation. 

As the Scarborough issue was debated 
in Legislature. these very definite ques- 
tions emerged as basis for future thought: 

1) The bill which ended night running 
racing was admittedly sponsored by har- 
ness-racing interests. on the contention 
nighttime operation 
reduced attendance and made an unprofit- 
able meeting at the nearby Gorham har- 
ness track. where night racing is held. 

2) Opponents of the bill labelled it 
“discriminatory” and “unprecedented.” 
intimating that the piece of legislation 
might be battled to force a test case. 

3) Both opponents of 
the bill saw eye-to-eye on the matter of 
tax revenue: Scarborough paid the State 
$300.000 taxes in) 1950. presumably 
would be a better contributor in 1951. but 
now will return less than $100,000. Since 
the recently adjourned Legislature voted 
more taxes than any in the history of 
Maine, this issue weighed heavily. At one 
time before he approved the bill, Gov- 
ernor Payne stated that he would not sign 
the ban satisfied that

Maine’s financial budget was balanced. 
With a sales tax voted to begin July 
Searborough’s contributions through 


taxes shrunk in importance. 
It appears. then. if one accepts legisla- 


tive action as a true expression of the will 
of the people, that the citizens of Maine 
wish to protect and retain harness racing. 
Whether that protection and retention 
means also the end of running races can- 
not be arbitrarily said at this time. In 
the past—and at present—various state 
legislatures have banned certain sports 
events. In addition, certain states and 
cities have blue sky laws which prevent 
sports activity after a designated time. 
However. the Searborough bill may be 
the first legislated instance of a particular 
sport being restrained from = activity at 
night. in order to protect another sport, 
and ordered to daytime activity only. 
parallel case, for example. could be 
imagined if softball interests succeeded 
in having baseball games banned at night. 
This possibility is precluded by the wide- 
spread popularity of night baseball. 
Would the same thing be true had run- 
ning races become. over the years, just 
as popular when held under the lights? 
A good guess at the answer would be 
that Searborough will use its 1951 meet- 
ing—again offering profit-and-loss figures 
as proof—to reopen the whole case. The 
Maine track. located to draw customers 
from the summer influx to the beaches, 
and operating at night to meet competition 
from nearby Rockingham Park and Suf- 
folk Downs. may be to

This likelihood. conjunction — with 
pending legislative action arising from 


charges by minor league baseball clubs 
that radio and_ television broadeasts 
strain their trade. points to the time when 
a whole policy of sports-as-business law 
may be legislated and adjudicated.
